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Fraudster sent to jail 

A woman prosecuted by Newham 
Council has been jailed for 14 months 
after working illegally at a school and 
dishonestly claiming benefits. 

Elizabeth Addo, 39, of East Ham, 
claimed she was Dutch but was from 
Ghana. She provided a false passport 
and National Insurance number to get 
work. The number actually belonged 
to a 14-year-old boy. She also falsely 
claimed £6,000 in Housing Benefit 
and Council Tax Benefit. 

Addo admitted various fraud and 
dishonesty charges at Inner London 
Crown Court. Councillor Unmesh 
Desai, executive member for crime 
and anti-social behaviour, said: “We 
take a zero-tolerance approach.”

Council buys extra police officers 


Another 50 police officers are to 
deal with crime and anti-social 
behaviour (ASB) after being 
purchased by Newham Council 
in a buy one, get one free deal. 

Newham is paying for half the 
officers through a scheme that 
provides police resources at a 
greatly reduced cost, with the 
remainder match-funded by the 
Metropolitan Police Authority. 

The additional officers will

community safety division to increase levels of enforcement activity. It brings 
the number of officers funded by the council to 66. 

Mayor Sir Robin Wales said: “Residents say dealing with crime and ASB is a 
priority. In partnership with the police we will continue to work towards a safer 
Newham.” 

Acting Borough Commander Sean Vickers said: “These additional officers 
demonstrate the commitment the council has to fighting crime and further 
strengthens our already solid partnership. I am convinced the extra resources 
will continue to help drive crime down.”

Household battery recycling tubes 
have been installed in five Newham 
libraries so that residents can safely 
dispose of their used batteries. 

The new recycling tubes are 
available in Stratford, East Ham, 

Green Street, Forest Gate and 
Manor Park libraries. 

Councillor Ian Corbett, executive 
member for environment, said: “It is 
important that household batteries 
are disposed of properly and our 
new recycling service makes it even 
easier to ensure that this happens.” 

Most batteries contain heavy metals which, if disposed of 
incorrectly, can lead to soil and water pollution and can also 
endanger wildlife. 

Battery recycling points are also available in most 
supermarkets and shops that sell batteries and they can 
also be disposed of at the Jenkins Lane reuse and recycling 
centre in Beckton.

Exam results are top class 





Secondary school students in Newham are celebrating with 
GCSE results across the borough that have improved for the 
eighth year in a row and are above the national average. 

Provisional results show the percentage of students achieving 
five or more GCSEs, or equivalent, from A* to C including 
including English and maths rose from 52 per cent in 2010 to 
58 per cent. It is the biggest annual rise since 2004 and also 
exceeds the council’s target. 

Eastlea School in Canning Town was the most improved school 
with a 20 percentage point increase in students achieving 5 or more 
A* to C grades including English and maths. Kingsford, Cumberland, 

Lister and Plashet schools also saw big improvements.

Young ones axe worthy of o 


Last week we saw two events that will 
impact on the lives of our young people 
in hugely different ways. 

The announcement of the GCSE 
results is always a nervous time for 
youngsters as they wait for the grades 
that will shape their future. 

Nearly 3,500 Newham students 
opened envelopes containing their 
grades and for the eighth year in a 
row their results were better than ever 
before. That’s great news. 

Most of our schools have done well 
and for the first time we’re probably 
going to be above the national average. 
Our youngsters have achieved as well 
or better than young people from far 
more privileged and wealthier areas - 
and it’s all down to their hard work and 
commitment.

Our school’s heads, teachers and 
support staff work hard and the results 
show that strong leadership is paying 
off. Now we have to build on that 
success to continue the improvement in 
this coming academic year. Our young 
people have high ambitions and we 
have to make it possible for them to 
attain them. 


Also last week, I launched the 
Mayor’s Reward Scheme, a joint 
initiative with charity Crimestoppers, 
which offers a reward of at least £150 
to anyone who comes forward with 
information about knife or gun-related 
crime in Newham that leads to an 
arrest and charge. 

This is not a response to the recent 
disturbances - we’ve been planning 
this for the past six months and it’s 
been one of my priorities. Newham 
got off lightly in comparison with other 


boroughs during the unrest. We’ve 
had such a good response from you 
in coming forward with information 
about those suspected of involvement 
that it’s important we build on the help 
we’ve received so far. 

You told me you still want the 
council to tackle crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour - that’s why we’re 
doing this. It’s not because we have a 
particular problem with knife crime; we 
don’t and we want to keep it that way.

police officers to patrol the streets and 
increasing the amount of wireless CCTV 
across the borough. 

The majority of our young people do not 
carry weapons and we want to make sure 
it stays like that. Often, those that do, do 
so because they think it makes them safer. 
Well, it doesn’t. Young people die when 
weapons are used and sadly we’ve seen a 
few tragic examples of this. That’s why we 
want people to come forward. 

Our work with Crimestoppers is about 


making Newham safer for our youngsters 
and helping to save lives. This is not 
about people dropping others in it just for 
the hell of it. If you carry a knife you need 
to know that you risk being caught.

The LBC Radio presenter James

Some individuals may have 
personal pressures that prevent 
them from openly giving information 
to the police.

LONDON BOROUGH OF NEWHAM 
PUBLIC CONSULTATION - REGIME 
FOR TEMPORARY STREET 
TRADING LICENSING 


If you are a resident or have a business in Newham, the Councils proposals for a 
new licensing regime for street trading mat either affect, or be of interest to you. 

Certain parts of Newham have been designated under the London Local 
Authorities Act 1990 as areas where annual and temporary street trading 
licences may be applied for. Those designated areas are presently: 

• Queens Market, 404 - 410 Green Street, El 3; 

• The Forecourt of 412 - 422 Green Street, El 3 

• Rathbone Market, 24 - 110A Barking Road, E6; 

• Kelland Road (off Barking Road) both sides up to the traffic bollards, El 3; 

• The East, West, North and South Malls in The Stratford Shopping Centre, 

El 5, and 

• 50-70 The Broadway, El 5 

This consultation exercise doe not include the current licensing regime for the 
above designated areas. 

The term ‘street trading’ includes the display, offer, sale and provision of goods 
and services on a public footway/road and on certain private forecourts (e.g. 
on the private forecourt in front of a shop when the trade is not carried out by 
the shop owner or does not form part of the business of the shop owner). 

In the areas that have not been designated, persons wishing to carry out street 
trading must obtain a temporary licence (not exceeding 6 months duration) 
from the Council. 

The Council have carried out a review of the licensing regime for temporary 
licences in the areas that have not been designated, and would like to bring in an 
effective licensing regime for those areas. The purpose of the new licensing regime 
would be to control and regulate street trading in the non designated areas of the 
Borough. It is believed that the main impact of such a regime will be on: 

• Residents using or living by such stalls, 

• Shop keepers who put stalls on the public highway in front of their shops, 

• Businesses who rent out the private forecourts in front of their premises to 
other traders, and 

• Traders who put stalls on the public highway or in the private forecourts of 
other businesses. 

The Council have prepared the following documents for the consideration of 
businesses, residents, and other interested parties and would welcome your 
comments on them: 

• Guidelines to Assist in the Determination of Applications for Temporary 
Street Trading Licences, 

• Rules Governing Applications, 

• Standard Licence Conditions, and 

• Application Form

Potholes are a problem in Newham, 
in London and across the country. 

The council’s road maintenance 
budget for 2010/11 was £1.518m. We 
allocated an additional £500,000 of 
council money on top of a £100,000 
Department of Transport grant to deal 
specifically with potholes resulting 
from the adverse winter weather in 
2009. The budget for 2011/12 is 
£1,4m and a further grant of £290,000 
has recently been announced by the 
Department of Transport after yet 
another bad winter. 

Since April 2010 we have repaired 
approximately 10,000 potholes (7,000 
on roads and 3,000 on pavements). 
The problem of potholes has been 
made worse by adverse weather 
conditions over the last three years. 
Snow, rain, freezing temperatures 
and freeze/thaw cycles give rise to 
more potholes, especially in roads 
that are approaching the end of their 
life. It is estimated that 5,000 potholes 
developed as a result of last winter 
alone. Our priority remains to ensure 
the safety of the public on the highway, 
and we are continually repairing this 
type of defect. 


We asked you to send in questions you’d like 
to see in the Newham Mag. Rupal Shah 
from Forest Gate emailed us to ask: 
what is the council doing about the 
numerous pot holes in the borough. 

How much money is being 
allocated to this issue and how is 
it being used? What plans are 
there in place to stop the potholes 
getting worse in the winter? 


This year has seen budget 
cuts by central Government 
but we continue to work to improve 
our highway network. In some 
roads we are trialling a thin surface 
dressing treatment with a material 
called Ralumac. The treatment is 
applied after patching potholes 
and is designed to restore 
skidding resistance, seal the road 
surface against water and stop 
disintegration of the road surface. 

If it is successful, consideration 
will be given to extending this to 
other roads in the borough.

mate 

Turn back the clock 40 years and 
the beautiful docks that shaped 
the southern part of the borough 
were a hive of activity. Ships 
laden with goods from across the 
world concluded their journeys at » 
our shores, offloading cargoes of 
grain, meat and tobacco. Today 
the dock’s waters are largely 
deserted; apart from the odd kayak 
or passing ship, they serve as a 
reminder of days gone by. But a 
new chapter in the history of this 
iconic area is taking shape - and 
one man with a simple idea which 
he hopes will make a monumental 
splash is getting on board. 



Simon Myers, founder of charity Gasworks 
Dock Partnership, has launched the 
borough’s first community boat project 
aboard The River Princess. The initiative 
aims to bring residents closer to the water 
and provide a community classroom for 
schools to learn more about the docks and 
wildlife, as well as get up close and personal 
to the regeneration happening in the area. 


Holding up to 80 guests, the boat is 
moored at St Albert Dock, beside the 
historic steam ship the SS Robin. The 
River Princess is sandwiched between 
Millennium Mills and the ExCeL, with the 
landscape around its shadows undergoing 
major change. Within a year, the area will 
house the Siemens Sustainability Pavilion, 
a heritage museum, 21st century pleasure 


gardens and a floating swimming lido. 

For Simon, Newham, which is bordered 
by three of England’s major rivers, was 
the perfect place to launch one of his 
eight community enterprises. Leasing 
the boat for corporate hire and offering 
affordable tours for residents isn’t the 
only way he’s hoping to get people on 
board. He said: “In the new year I hope

to offer internships and apprenticeships 
so we can get more people working on 
the water again. Anyone that wants to 
get involved can, either by becoming a 
‘friend’, and supporting what we, do or 
by volunteering their time.” 

How did you learn to sail? 

I volunteered at a community boat project 


to get boat handling experience and then 
discovered how fantastic the boats are. 
They are a way of giving young people 
a high level of responsibility and trust, 
which they respond to really well. 

How did you get the project started? 

By pestering people to give us what we 
want! We have found that the best way 


of getting people involved is by getting 
them excited, which means taking the 
brave step of going out there and doing 
things. We have a core team of about six 
volunteers, from across Newham, who offer 
a couple of days a week to the project. 

It’s been born out of a lot of conversation 
with local people, with them saying: ‘we want 
to do this and I can offer my time to do it’. 
Hopefully that’ll be the secret to our success. 

How is the project progressing? 

We’re the first working boat back in 
this dock for 15 years. There are lots of 
bollards that look like they’re for boats 
but there are no gaps in the fences to get 
on shore. We’re working with the council, 
the London Development Agency and the 
Royal Docks Management Authority to see 
what’s needed to re-establish a working 
boat here. We’re getting the community 
involved in managing this. Once the project 
becomes self-sustaining the charity will 
take a step back and this will become a 
social enterprise. It’ll be the Docklands 
community boat.

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With days to go befoie the

Westfield’s mammoth 180-acre site will 
house 300 shops, 70 restaurants and a 
17-screen cinema. But most notably, around 
10,000 jobs have been created. Dimeari 
Cookey, from Plaistow, is one of thousands 
of residents who have been helped by 
Workplace to secure employment. 

Dimeari was referred to Workplace, the 
council’s job brokerage service, by Plaistow 
Job Centre Plus. He explained: “Before 
the financial market collapsed, I did office 
work. When that changed, I saw it as an 
opportunity to retrain.” 

Keen to learn a trade, Dimeari initially 
undertook CSCS (construction skills 
certificate scheme) training - essential 
for anyone who wants to work within the 
construction industry - before deciding the 
best way to learn a new skill was via an 
apprenticeship. 

He began forging his new career with 


a NVQ level 1 in multi-skills at Canning 
Town’s Anchor House as part of East 
Potential’s construct your career scheme, 
and progressed to level 2 in shop-fitting at 
Stratford’s Building Crafts College. Usually a 
two year commitment with weekly day release 
for college, Westfield created a fast-track 
apprenticeship where candidates spend four 
days in college and one on site. This meant 
students like Dimeari were able to qualify and 
be available for work much sooner. 

Dimeari is working on the fit out for TGI Fridays 
and thrives on the gruelling 7am-7pm shifts. He 
puts his new found career down to focus, saying: 
‘To come from a period of no work and no job 
and still believe you can make a change, focus 
and concentrating on your goals is key. If you 
plant a tree it won’t bear fruit straight away, but as 
long as you keep watering the seed it will grow. 
With that knowledge I have persevered - and 
my efforts have born fruit for me.”

More mini music makers 

It's the beginning of a new school year and this term more primary 
school pupils than ever will be will be making music across our borough. 


Since 2010, the Every Child a Musician 
(ECaM) programme, introduced by Mayor 
Sir Robin Wales for year 5 and 6 pupils, 
has given more than 3,000 children the 
opportunity to learn a musical instrument 
- at no cost to their parents. 

This new school year more than 7,000 
children between the ages of nine and 11 
will be taking part in the groundbreaking 
programme. The previous year 5 will 
move to year 6 and begin their second 
year of lessons, while a new cohort of 
year 5s will give new meaning to play time 
as they prepare to practise on their new 
instruments. The flute, clarinet, keyboard, 
guitar, violin, viola, trumpet and trombone 
are all instruments the children can play 
as part of the programme. 

Children taking part in ECaM don’t 


just benefit from learning a new skill. 
Research has shown that musical training 
contributes to improving literacy, creativity 
and general intellectual development. 
Learning an instrument also helps 
children develop concentration, self- 
confidence, self-motivation. Children 
taking part in ECaM take pride and 
pleasure from making music. 

The programme isn’t just catching 
the attention of Newham’s children and 
families. British solo cellist Julian Lloyd 
Webber backs the programme and, most 
recently, renowned saxophonist and jazz 
musician Courtney Pine visited Newham 
to find out more about the initiative. Film 
maker Danny Boyle, responsible for 
box office hits Slumdog Millionaire and 
Trainspotting and director for the opening 


and closing ceremonies of the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games, was also blown 
away by the performance of some of 
ECaM’s finest, after a visit to Gallions 
Primary School in Beckton. 

And it’s not just our children that are 
benefiting from the programme. Following 
the introduction of ECaM, more than 
130 tutors have been employed to 
work across 61 schools in Newham. 
Eighteen residents have also benefited 
from two tutor training and employment 
programmes. This has enabled local 
people to play an instrumental role in 
sharing their talents and educating their 
local community. 

Find out more about ECaM by 
speaking to your child’s school. 
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With a new school year under way, as well as striving to ensure our 
children and young people do their best, schools across Newham are 
taking a firmer stance than ever on attendance. 


From the ages of five to 16, it is 
compulsory for every child and young 
person in the UK to attend school regularly, 
or receive home schooling (known as 
elective home education). Failure by 
parents or carers to ensure their child does 
not miss school unnecessarily is an offence 
and could result in a fine of up to £2,500 
and/or a three-month custodial sentence. 

Good school attendance promotes 
positive attainment and general wellbeing 
in children and young people. There are 
occasions when a child will be unable to 
attend school but these instances must be 
limited. Flere are some examples of why 
children may be absent from school - and 
why, sometimes, it is not acceptable: 


absence during term time and any leave 
taken without approval will be classed 
as unauthorised absence. A parent or 
carer cannot demand leave as a right. 

Any decisions are made at the head 
teacher’s discretion. 

Sickness 

If your child is unwell and unable to attend 
school, always call the school to inform 
them. If your child consistently complains 
of being unwell when nothing appears to 
be wrong there could be another reason 
why they are avoiding school. Speak to 
your child’s teacher if you are concerned. 

Supporting a parent or carer 

Children should never be kept from 
school to look after parents, carers, 


siblings or family members. If you need 
your child to attend appointments with 
you, such as visiting the doctor, these 
should be made outside school time. 

Religious holidays 

Leave for some religious holidays is 
already incorporated within the school’s 
annual timetable. If you want your 
child to observe a religious holiday not 
recognised by their school you must seek 
absence approval in advance. In some 
circumstances authorised absence can 
be granted for this - check with your 
child’s school for details. 
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Call Crimestoppers 24/7 on to give information 

anonymously on gun and knife crime in Newham. 

You could receive a reward of at least and up to if the 
information you give to Crimestoppers leads to an arrest and charge.

Easy ways to pay 

Moving towards a cashless system 


Paying your council bills at a cash 
office costs us more to process than 
any other method of payment. Each 
payment made in this way costs 
approximately £1.80. This compares 
to 2p for a direct debit payment. 

We are working to introduce cheaper 
collection methods and better ways for 
customers to do business with the council. 
As part of this, we aim to remove all the 
council’s cash offices by the end of the year. 
The first will be Canning Town cash office, 
which will cease to operate from Friday 30 
September. 

The council is working with residents 
who use a council cash office to make 
payments, offering guidance and support 
within our Local Service Centres on 
alternative ways to pay. 

These include: 

> Paying online - at www.newham. 


gov.uk/payit - you can pay Council Tax, 
rent or bills here. We will be increasing 
the range of transactions payable over 
the coming months. If you don’t have 
internet access at home or work, go 
online for free at any one of the 
borough’s ten libraries. 

> Direct debit or standing order - are 
convenient ways to pay regular bills, as 
payments will automatically be 
deducted from your account. 

If you do not have a bank account, 
we can put you in touch with 
organisations that provide assistance in 
opening one. 

> Telephone payments - can be made 
with a debit or credit card by calling 
020 8430 2000, and selecting option 1. 

Postal payment - by cheque is available 
for some bills. Please check your bill for 
details. 


> Allpay card - allows you to 
make cash payments for rent and 
Council Tax at any post office or retail 
outlet that displays the PayPoint 
symbol.

Has your child had the measles, mumps 
and rubella (MMR) jab? This vaccination 
provides vital protection against these 
life threatening diseases. Getting the jab 
is free through the NHS and it can help to 
support a healthy childhood. 


During the first five months of 
2011, there were almost 500 
confirmed cases of measles 
in the UK. London had the 
highest number of cases, 
with children and young 
people under the age of 25 at 
greatest risk. 


“ Measles is easily 
preventable and getting 
protection for your child 
is as straightforward 
as going to get them 
vaccinated.” 


Measles is a highly 
infectious disease and it can 
spread very easily. A person 
with measles is at risk of 
a number of other serious 
complications including 
pneumonia, chest infections or 
even brain damage. 

The MMR jab is a safe 
combined vaccination that 
protects children against 
childhood diseases. The first 


jab is normally given when a 
child is around 13 months old. 
A second jab can be given 
between the ages of three 
to five years old, when many 
children are starting nursery 
and school. Not all children are 
protected by a single dose of 
the MMR vaccine. To ensure 
they are properly protected 
children need to receive two 
doses. 

Rachel Flowers, joint 
director of public health in 
Newham for NHS East London 
and the City said: “Measles is 
easily preventable and getting 
protection for your child is as 
straightforward as going to 
get them vaccinated. If your 
child hasn’t been immunised, 
especially if they are due to 
start school this year, please 
do get this done.” 

GPs in Newham have been 
working with the public health 
department and parents to 
lead a campaign urging people 



to come forward for the MMR 
vaccine. 

Newham GP Dr Hardip Nandra 
advised: “If you suspect your child 
has measles try and keep him/ 
her away from other children and 
people. Phone your GP and seek 
advice before bringing your child in. 
On arrival at the GP surgery, inform 
reception staff this is a suspected 
case of measles.”
